SHOULD HAVE WITNESS RIGHTS 


In Sustaining Transit Company Mo- 
tion to Bar Testimony the Court 
Attagks the Law. 


Judge Franklin ‘Ferriss’ last day on the 


arraignment ot the existing law against a 
woman testifying às a witness for her hus- 
band. ' 

Judge Fertiss declares that such a law 
is “a relic of bhrbarism,” and should 
be repealed as a thing inconsistent with 
the modern estimate of womanhood. 

Judge Ferres expressed his opinion of 
the law in oyerrulihg a motion to set aside 
the non-suit éf the case in which John A. 
Peck sought recover $5000 from the tran- 
sit company for imjuries sustained by his 
wife in A street car aecident. Mrs. Peck 
had sued and] lost, and the husband then 
filed suit for damages aceruing from the 
loss of his wffe’s household services and 
companionship} the testimony in the pre- 
vious trial shpwing that Mrs. Peck sus- 
tained injurie:¢ to her spine, and that she 
suffered the lass of her voice. 

The transit company set up the plea that 
Mrs. Petk, upch whose testimony as to the 
manner in wigich the accident occurred 
the plaintiff relied to establish his case, 
was not a competent witness under the 
law. In overruling Mr. Peck's motion to 
dismiss the nonesuit, Judge Ferriss says: 

“As to*thé question of the right of the 
wife to testify, eel bound to hold that 
she is an incompetent witness, this — 
a suit by her husband against the railroa 
company; altho égh it involves the question 
of injuries to ler personally, as the hus- 
band is suing fer the loss of her services 
and companionship as the result of the in- 
jury which she received. 

„Under our statute, a married woman is 
competent to tcstify in a few exceptional 
cases in a suit: brought by her husband. 
This case does not fall within the * 
tions, and we ae still governed by the old 
common law rwes and with all due respect 
to the law, 1 
nection that in * judgment tnis ruie is a 


relic of barbaris1 
“It originated at a time when a married 


solute dominion af her husband, and it is 
thought that the. marriage relation would 
for this reason rénder her an unsafe wit- 
ness. It is ab at, war with modern 
ideas as embodie} ir the law of the rights 
and the general status d married women. 

The wife todas! is the equal of her hus- 
band before the law in substantially every 
respect save this. She has the right to con- 
duct business ani make contracts. If a 
suit is brought bz herself, she may testify 
as a witness. In this Vv case she hada 
suit against the c:pmpany in her own behalf 
for these same ifijuries, and was a com- 
petent witness. 

In this case, her husband being the 
plaintiff, this technical rule stands in the 
way of her giving the only testimony 
which can be produced to show just how 
the accident ogcttrred, and, failing to ob- 
tain her testigaony, the husband's. suit 
must, in my judgment, necessarily fall. 

“This rule of law, in my opinion, is a 
rank injustice aud an insult to woman 
ood. I shall, be very glad to see the 
legislature of, thik state put a married 
woman upon perfect equality with other 
8 in ge brought by her hus- 
and. 

“It is no he province of the court to 
make law, t to eonstrue it. The court 
is bound by the law as it stands; but 1 
deem it proper that the court which sees 
the actual operation of this law, and is 
in a position |to know the injustice which 
often results from its enforcement, should 
express the cbnvictions which arise as the 
result of the administration of the law.“

Condiff has a long record as a burglar 
and robber, and, according to the police, 
has served at least two sentences at the 
state penitentiary. He was sent up from 
St. Louls in 1897 for burglary and larceny, 
and was afterward captured in Leaveu- 
worth, Kan., and returned to DeKalb 
County, where he was sentenced to a 
year term for blowing a safe in a Do- 
Kalb County store and stealing $260.

AMERICAN WARSHIP TO COREA 


Government Will Send One to Create 
Enthusiasm for Its Proposition 


to Open Port Wiju. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14—It 1s learned 
here that the United States government 
is seeking to have the port of Wiju, Corea, 
opened while Great Britain and Japan 
have combined in favor of opening the 
Port of Yengampho.

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THE GARBAGE QUESTION. 


The garbage commission seems to have divided along the line 
separating public from private interests.

Bring to the boll, drop tn 
the chopped meat and season with pepper 
and salt. Boil up again and thicken with 
cornmeal, stirring this in gradually. Cook 
an hour, stirring frequently during the first 
part of the time, then moving it to a part 
ot the stove where it will cook gently. 
When done pour it into a shallow pan to 
form. When cold and firm this can be 
sliced and fried. 


Pickled Pears. 

Hulf peck pears, not very ripe, 1 quart 
of cider vinegar and same of water, with 
large teacup full of sugar. Boil them 
whole, without paring, till a straw will 
go through them. Stick a few cloves in 
each pair, heat the pickle and pour over 
them. Put an ounee of stick clnnamon and 
teaspoonful of salt in the pickle. Cover 
close and put in a dark place.

PARIS, Nov. 14.—Pierre Lebaudy is the 

hero of the hour in Paris in consequence of 
the wonderful trip of the balloon, Le- 
jaune” on Thursday, which eclipsed an) 
performance thus far made by M. Santos 
Dumont's airships. It was sailed 6 miles 
dead against the wind and came down as 
intended. 

Pierre Lebaudy is declared today by 
Parisians to have a better claim to the title 
of “emperor of the air’ than his brother, 
Jacques, has to that of “emperor of the 
Sahara, the new empire established by him 
in Africa. 5 

Pierre Lebaudy is a remarkable example 
of the ardent aeronaut. Unlike Santos 
Dumont, he does not make ascensions him- 
gelf, but is devoted to the subject of aerial 
navigation from the inventor's standpoint. 
Henri Juillot, who under his direction de- 
signed Lejaune, made Thursday's trip 
accompanied by Juchmes, the pilot, and 
Machinist Rey. They ascended from Mois- 
don and in spite of a head wind sailed to 
Paris, descending at the Gallerie des Ma- 
chines in the old exhibition grounds where 
the Barnum & Bailey show exhibited when 
here. 


Ovation for 


the Aeronauts. 

Lebaudy was present and heartily con 
gratulated the men who had accomplished 
this remarkable performance, which far 
exceeds anything ever even attempted by 
Gantos Dumont. The * eer and pilot re- 
ceived an ovation from a Vast crowd which 
witnessed the descent of the airship. 

Speaking of the performance of the bal- 
Joon, Designer Juillot said: 

“We have made no change in “Lejaune” 
except to repair the cover. This was the 
thirty-second ascension of this balloon, 
which is 58 meters long. 

“The motor is a Mercedes of 40-horse 
power. Lejaune differs from the Santos-
